away nnd sent South, Tho greater portion, bow. 
ever, of the slaves in the long nock of land betwveen 
the Rappahaovook and Potomac Rivers have el- 
rondy made their esenpe to our lines, bringing with 
thom their masters’ teams and other property, They 
avail themeclyen of the night for their exodus. 

—Tho steamboat Metamora, Capt. Van Valken- 
burg, under fag of truco, arrived at Fortress Mon- 
roo on tho 1th from City Point, bringing down 320 
Faroled Union prisonore avd six women and children. 

—A dispatch from Gen. Somaer'a headquarters, 
an. 12, enyo: 

“A full brigade of the enemy, previonely visiile 

+ upon the bille directly south of Gen, Summer's hend- 
quarlers, were yesterday, after the storm of Satur- 
fay, undiscoverable. Daring tho forenoon tho tenta 
Iny upon the grouud, and smoldering camp fires 
fedicated that the enemy left their position early, 
before day. Luter in the day, wagons camo ond 
Gethored tho tents und moved off upon the telegraph 
rood sonthward.”” 

—On tho 8h instant o party of Unfon cavalry 
and infavtry frow Yorktown landed at White Houen, 
eaptured a largo namber of wagous and coimale, 
destroyed the depot and rolling stock of the rail- 
yoad, burned H steamer and several sloope, Loate 
and barges Jaden with grain, and eustained no lose 
whatover.

$434,000. The total paid for the war is $7,237,000.

—The steamer Mussulmon was burned by 
guerrillas at Bradley's Landiog, ton miles above 
Memphis, onthe 8th. Capt, Moore, with about 100 
men, attacked 6 oamp of 300 Rebels at Huntson's 
Mills, 35 mileeeaet of Fort Pillow on tho morning of 
the 8b, The Rebels were completely surprised. 16 
Rebels were killed and forty-six taken prisoners. 
Fifty horses and a lot of small arms wore captured.

VOTE, 

Thera are few questions, not immediately 
connected with the prosdution of the war, 
which have excited moro gonoral interost than 
the controversy as to the fight of soldiera, ab- 
sent at the seat of war, ii vote in their re- 
spective States, In Penutylvania, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Minnesota, Kansas, Wisconsin, aod 
Connecticut, lowe bave bron parsed to give 
them this right. ‘The mealure is popular, and 
commends itself to every man's sengo of justice. 
None but the meanest of politicians would de- 
aire to diequolify o citizen from voting, be- 
cause of his abseuce in the Geld, in dofenso of 
hia country. 

‘Dho vital question jo 08 to tho constitution 
alty of such laws, and it by no menus follows 
that, euch a law being possible in Iowa, it ia 
therefore possible in New-York. The question 
at issue must bo depided undor tho Constitu- 
tion of each State, in accordance with the 
established principlea of judioin! interpretation. 
In Missouri, thore is no room for controversy, 
The soldiers of that State have beon author. 
ized to vote by on ordinance of ita Convention, 
which is clothed with supreme power, and 
whose acts are constitutions of themselves. In 
Pennsylvania, the Court of lust resort, come 
time ago, declared the low of that State per- 
mitting absent soldiers to vote to be unconsti- 
tutional, and no votes were taken under it thia 
year. In Minneeota ond Kansas, no important 
results bave been affected by such votes. In 
the other States; the question is undergoing 
lognl investigation, 

In Conuecticut, a law of this kind was re- 
cevtly passed, and, by request of tho Logisla- 
ture, the highest Court of that State sssewbled 
and took the subject into deliberute considera- 
tion, Tho Constitution of Connecticut directs 
ibat the votes of electors shall be received in 
town meetings, each elector to vote in his own 
town. In consequonco of this provision, the 
Court unanimously held the law to be uncon- 
stitutional. ‘This decision wo believe to have 
estly rendered by am impartial Court, 
gh it will have a serious effect upoa 
the political aspect of tho Stnte noxt Spring, 
and may possibly result in throwing it into the 
hands of tho Secossion party for a year, we 
would nos cast a word of censure upon Judges 
who bave, we are sure, only performed a poin- 
ful duty. 

Jn Town, wa oro satisfied that the Courts 
will reach a different conclusion. 
provision of the Constitution of that State upon 
the eubject is a follows: 

“ Byery white malo eltizen, ke, of the aga, ke., whe sbell 
hava bead e resident of thie State olx moots next p: 
the election, and of the county in which bo claim bia ¥ 
tLaty days, slall bo entitled to rote," &e., &o- 
Insemuch a3 no one loses a residence by 
temporary. absence from the State in the service 
‘of the United States, it seems clear that this 
clause does not debar the Legislature from au- 
thorizing soldiers to vote. 

In tho Constitution of New-York, the lan- 
gage used on this subject is somewhat differ- 
ent. Ib is provided that a citizen who has 
en an inhabitant of the State one year, 
“ond for tho last four montha a resident of| 
the county where he may offer his yote, shall be 
entitled to vote at such election, in the lection 
districh of which ho shall at the time be a 
resident, and not elsewhere.” (Const. of 1846, 
art, 2, eco. 1.) But it ia further expres 
declaved (sec. 3) that no pereon shall be 
deemed to have lost a residence by reason of 
Lis absence in the service of tho.United States. 
Under this provision, it may well be dou 
whether a person employed in the United 
States sorvice is not to be decmed constru 
tively present in his district for all purp: 
connected with’ elections. If the affirmative 
view should be tekeu, it would seom that the 
Legislature might receive the vote of a soldier 
na‘constructively present in his own eloction 
district, Pspocially would thia aeem feasible
